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Sunny and warm first and last weeks: thundery. 


Pressure was high over the British Isles 
during the first week, although weak fronts 
crossed northern districts at times and 
troughs associated with a depression over 
France affected south-eastern England on 
the 4th. A complex low-pressure system over 
Biscay edged northwards on the 7th and 
dominated the situation until the 1 2th, 

when it was displaced by the fronts from 

an Atlantic depression, which reached 
northern Scotland on the 15th. A succession 
of frontal troughs and weak ridges then 
crossed most districts until the 23rd and 
fronts continued to affect northern areas 
intermittently. By the 25th, a ridge from 

the Azores had extended across southern 
England and high pressure persisted in the 
British Isles until the end of the month. 


Weather 


Except for'some thundery showers, the 

first week was mainly dry, and many places 
had warm, sunny weather. Most districts 

had showers or periods of rain between the 
7th and 24th and thunderstorms were reported 
in many areas. The rainfall was very 

variable: some places had torrential rain 

and others remained dry. The showery 
weather died out in southern England by the 
25th and most of England and Wales became 
sunny and very warm, although thunderstorms 
occurred in southern England on the 31st. 
Coastal fog was reported from time to time, 
particularly on western and northern coasts, 
and patches of snow were still visible 

above 900 m in the Scottish mountains. 


Wind 


Winds were mostly light or moderate, but 
were fresh or strong at times in coastal 
districts of Scotland and south-western 
England. Directions were rather variable, 
but were generally north-easterly during 
the first week, becoming mainly south- 
westerly later. Gales were reported in the 
English Channel on the 15th, in exposed 
places in northern England on the 22nd and 
locally on western coasts on the 23rd. One 
or two stations recorded gusts exceeding 
50 kt on the 22nd, when the high-level 
station at Snaefell (Isle of Man) hada gust 
of 72 kt. 


Temperature 


Except in Shetland, monthly mean temperatures 
were above average in all areas. They did 

not generally exceed 1 degC above normal in 
north-western Scotland or in coastal districts 
of East Anglia and south-eastern and central 
southern England. Elsewhere, mean tempera- 
tures for the month were between 1 and 2 
degC above normal, and in Northern Ireland 

it was the warmest July for 20 years. Most 
districts had very warm weather at some 

time during the month, particularly in the 

first and last weeks. Scotland had its 

warmest spell on the 6th, and the weather 
became very warm by the 26th in eastern, 
south-eastern and central England. The 
temperature continued to rise during the next 
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few days and a number of places in these 
districts recorded maxima of at least 30°C 
on the 30th, when the temperature reached 
32.0°C in Bromley (Greater London). 


Rainfall 


Because of the thundery nature of the rain- 
fall, monthly totals showed marked variations, 
often within quite small areas. Taken broadly, 
rainfall totals were between 100 and 150 

per cent of average in the central Highlands 
and in parts of northern and central England, 
Wales and the south-west, but were below 
avérage elsewhere. A few places in Northern 
Ireland and south-east England had less than 
25 per cent of their normal rainfall. The 

first week of the month was mainly dry, 
except for some thundery outbreaks on the 
3rd and 4th. Thunderstorms developed in 
south-west England on the 7th and were active 
in many districts until the 18th: showers 

or longer periods of rain continued to affect 
most areas until the 24th. The storms were 
particularly violent in northern and eastern 


- England and the Midlands, where they were 


accompanied by squalls and large hail. Hail- 
stones measuring at least 3 to4.cm in 
diameter were reported from several places 
in the north Midlands. England and Wales 
became generally dry from the 25th, but 
scattered thunderstorms occurred in southern 
England on the 31st. Although some districts, 
especially in southern England, continued 

to suffer from lack of rain, others were 
seriously affected by the July storms, in 
which two men lost their lives and several 
people were injured. Property and crops were 
severely damaged by lightning, hail and 
torrential rain, and public services were 
disrupted. A number of places had heavy falls 
of rain during the storms: among the larger 
recorded were 104.9 mm at Inverbeg, on the 
western shore of Loch Lomond (Strathclyde 
Region) in the 24 hours from 09 GMT on the 
14th, and 31.5 mm in 15 minutes at Wiseton, 
near East Retford (Nottinghamshire) on the 
same day; this was one of several falls 
classified as ‘remarkable’ during the month. 
A ‘very rare fall’ of 156 mm was recorded at

Sunshine 


Monthly sunshine totals were generally 
between 100 and 130 per cent of average, 
although parts of eastern and northern Scot- 
land were a little less sunny than normal. 
Lerwick (Shetland Islands), with 79 per cent 
of average, had its dullest July since 1962. 
Many districts had their sunniest weather 
during the first week of the month, but the 
second week was generally the least sunny. 
Central and southern districts of England 
had long sunny periods towards the end of the 
month. 


Fog 


Until the 20th, and again towards the end 

of the month, fog was reported along south- 
western and western coasts, including the 
Channel Islands, Anglesey and the Isle of 

Man, from time to time, and more frequently 

on northern Scottish coasts: fog was some- 
times persistent in Shetland. Much of the fog 
which formed along coasts and on high ground 
during the second week accompanied precipita- 
tion, but patches of overnight fog occasion- 

ally developed inland and fog became widespread 
for a short time on the 9th in the Midlands 

and eastern England. 


Miscellaneous Phenomena 


On the afternoon of the 18th, a whirlwind, 
which was described as very violent, was seen 
near St Boswells (Borders Region). A farm- 
stead was in its path and a heavy grain- 
storage bin was lifted straight up into the 

air to a height of about 12 metres. The aurora 
was observed in Scotland on 3 nights.
